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SELECTMEN'S    REPORT 

Once  again  here  is  our  report  to  help  you  understand 
this  past  year's  operations  and  what  we  are  striving  to  do  in 
the  future. 

Unfortunately  by  April  1  we  did  not  have  enough  new 
building  in  Town  to  hold  the  tax  rate  as  most  all  of  you  are 
aware.  Nobody  likes  to  pay  taxes  but  at  the  same  time  we 
must  have  revenue  to  provide  for  the  services  which  are  de- 
manded by  the  people.  We  can  see  that  the  Town  is  growing, 
thus  the  costs  will  rise  accordingly. 

Of  course  as  all  of  us  know,  the  School  Dept.  (as  in  any 
town)  requests  the  largest  percentage  of  the  tax  dollar.  Again 
this  year  we  will  lose  a  considerable  amount  of  Foundation' 
Aid  which  means  that  we  pick  up  the  difference. 

As  was  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  that  the  Highway 
Dept.'s  services  were  more  demanding  and  thus  raises  the 
cost.  We  appreciate  the  voters'  approval  last  March  to  seeing 
fit  to  purchase  a  new  town  truck. 

The  TRA  project  consisted  of  widening  and  graveling 
the  Clews  Road  from  North  Road  to  Route  4.  We  expect  to 
complete  this  project  this  coming  )'ear  as  we  were  lacking  the 
necessary  funds  to  mix  and  complete  the  job  as  well  as  the 
lateness  in  the  year. 

Considerable  amount  of  work  w^as  done  on  the  Ski  Tow 
Road  and  on  Willard  Huntoon's  Road.  The  costs  came  out 
of  Duncan  Fund.  We  still  have  money  enough  in  this  fund 
to  mix  the  corners  that  were  graveled  this  past  year  but  was 
not  done  because  of  the  weather. 

Eckhardt  Bridge  was  built  from  the  special  Bridge  Ap- 
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propriation  at  a  cost  of  $1,812.80.   This  included  steel  girders, 
.concrete  slabs  and  hot  top  decking. 

Looking  forward  to  what  bridge  for  1968  we  feel  that 
emphasis  should  be  on  Bog  Bridge  because  of  the  amount  of 
traffic,  accidents,  loads  and  conditions  of  the  bridge  itself. 
We  realize  that  this  is  more  than  a  one  year  job  on  what  we 
can  afford.  We  at  this  time  have  a  cost  of  $24,000  of  which 
the  Town's  share  is  $6,000.00.  By  Town  Meeting  we  are 
hoping  to  have  an  alternate  plan  and  costs  which  to  discuss. 
It  Article  No.  6  meets  your  approval  we  would  like  to  by- 
pass Article  No.  7. 

We  would  like  to  clear  and  grub  the  land  behind  the 
■Riverdale  Cemetery  in  preparation  to  moving  the  fence.  We 
feel  that  $200.00  would  give  us  a  good  start. 

We  feel  that  the  purchasing  of  the  2  radios  specified  in 
the  warrant  would  be  of  help  to  the  Highway  and  Police 
Depts.  in  their  duty  especially  during  the  night. 

The  Selectmen  have  adopted  a  new  set  of  Dump  Regu- 
lations which  We  hope  you  will  try  to  abide  by.  These  rules 
were  drawn  because  of  unauthorized  burning,  refuse  being 
brought  in  from  other  towns,  and  no  full  time  attendant  on 
duty. 

We  would  appreciate  it  if  every  property  owner  would 
fill  out  the  inventory  blank  complete  and  correct.  This  would 
help  in  keeping  our  records  straight.

After  several  successive  years  of  drought,  the  rains  of 
1967  came  as  a  welcome  change.  Our  record  of  the  past  fire 
season  is  good.  Our  thanks  to  all  who  contributed  to  achieve 
this  good  record.  Continued  improvement  in  the  matter  of 
accurate,  prompt  detection  and  rapid  effective  suppression 
action  can  help  to  maintain  this  good,  worthwhile  record  even 
though  w^e  do  not  have  an  abundance  of  rain  as  in  the  fire 
season  of  1967. 

It  wall  help  if  we  follow  these  simple  suggestions : 

1.  No  burning  of  debris  and  waste  between  the  hours  of  9  :00 
a.m.  and  5  :00  p.m.  and  then  only  with  a  written  permit 
from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

2.  Take  debris  and  waste  to  the  town  dump. 

3.  Maintain  a  clean,  safe  dump. 

4.  Keep  matches  away  from  young  children. 

5.  Be  sure  matches  and  smoking  material  are  dead  out  when 
we  discard  them. 

6.  Set  a  good  example  for  others  in  fire  prevention.
